with reſpect to Them; as well as the Weight of our Of. 


fice, and Our great Concern in the due Performance 
of it. | 


I. Tax fol and great Point, 1s, often to conſider that We 
are not only Chriſtians ; but Miniſters of Chriſt, who have 
voluntarily and deliberately taken upon our ſelves a Sacred 

Office in the Chriſtian Church; and have devoted ou: 


ſelves peculiarly to the Service of Thoſe Souls for Which 
Chriſt dicd,

Tuls is an awful and ſolemn Conſideration, which ought 
to govern our whole Conduct, and ſpread its influence 
over Every Part of our whole Behaviour. As We have 
choſen this Office, I truſt, upon tuch good Grounds and 
Motives, as will juſtify Us, before God, in what We ſo— 
lemnly declared at the firſt Step We took towards it, /7z. 
That We truſted We were moved to it by the Holy Spirit 
, God; it behoves Us, as much as We value the Favour 
of God, and our own Eternal Salvation, to take the great- 
eſt Care that No One of Thoſe committed to Us, fall ſhort 
of the great Reward which all Chriſtians have in their Eye. 
If Me be not wanting, on our Part, towards this; no Wick- 
edneſs or Wilfullneſs of Others will be charged upon Us. 
But if there be any wilful Defect in ou, Care and Watch- 
fulneſs; Thoſe who periſh will not periſh without o Guilt 
mixt with their own: and We muſt anſwer at the Great 
Tribunal for our Share in ſo unſpeakable an Evil. 


Bor not only this. The frequent Conſideration of Our 
ſelves, as Miniſters of Chriſt, will be an infallible Rule 
of Judgment and Action to Us, in every Circumſtance 
of our Office. It will guide Us into the true Notion of 
the Dignity of it: And it will lead Us to keep up, in 
ſome degree, our whole Conduct to that Dignity. There 
is, without doubt, a great and highly valuable Dignity 
in our Office. But it is in vain, my Brethren, for Us to 
boaſt, or 0 much as to ſpeak, of it, unleſs We underſtand

what it is ; and, 1 We do anderfiard it, unleſs 
We live and act, as if We our ſelves were ſenſi- 
ble of it. We muſt firſt reverence Our ſelves, before We 


can expect that Others ſhould reverence Us: Rewverence 
our ſelves ;—Not by demanding outward Marks of Reſpect; 


but by ſuch a Behaviour, as will naturally command them, 
by attracting the Real Eſteem of thoſe around Us; and by 


ſuch a Conduct, as will convince all who are Witneſſes to 


it, that We arc in carneſt, and know what We mean by 
the juſt Value We ſet & upon our Office. 


 Oun Dignity is our nearer Relation to Chriſt : And 
| this nearer Relation is contracted by means of that parti- 


_ cular Function which We have, under his Eye, and accord- 


Ing to his Will, deliberately and ſeriouſly undertaken ; the 
Office of helping forward and promoting, in the World, the 


great End which He propoſed in coming down from Hea- 


ven, and living and dying for Mankind. Now, all Relations 


to Chriſt, are cither our Honour, or Reproach ; our great 
Glory, or our great Shame; our higher Reward, or our 
deeper Condemnation ; according as We our ſelves behave 
dur ſelves in them. A wicked Chriſtian has indecd a wor. 


thy Name, viz, that of a Chriſtian : But He himſelf has 


no Dignity by taking upon Him that Name, whilſt He con- 
tinues wicked. He reflects Shame upon the beſt Name in the 
World; and the Name He has aſſumed reflects Shame and 
Ignominy upon Him, whilſt He ſhews himſelf utterly un- 


worthy of it. So it is, and ſo it muſt be, 2 Brethren,

with Us. The Office We have undertaken, is a Glo 7901s 
Office; Iwill fay, a God-like Office, —to carry torward tue 
Purpoſes of God himſelf, in the Direction of Mankind to his 
Favour and their own Eternal Happineſs. There isa Dizn:ty 
and an Honour in it, conſider'd in this View, not to be cauaid 
by any of the higheſt Offices of this World, deck d out with all 
their Pomp and Shew. But Ve can have no Dignity accruc to 
s from this Office, if We be fo unhappy as openly and 
plainly to oppoſe our ſelves to the main Deſign of it. The 
higher the Honour, the greater the Dignity of the Office; 
the more conſpicuous will it render every wilful De— 
viation of ours from it. In a Word, It is impoffible, 
He ſhould have Dignity in Himſelf, or conciliate Reſped 
and Honour t himſelf; who, making the beſt and moſt 
glorious Profeſſion with his Mouth, is ſcen openly to con— 
tradict it in the Tenor of his Conduct. He Only reccives 2 
Dignity irom it, who adds ſome Daguity to it, in his pro- 
| portion, by his excellent Life and Chriſtian Doctrine. And 
| tis He only who cannot fail of procuring to Himſelf the 
| Reſpef? of All whoſe Reſpect is valuable, who ſhews 
| that He reſpects him'elf; and, not in W. ords but in Decas, 
00ks upon himſelf as more nearly, than Others, related to 
bis great Lord and Malter. This, I ſay, is on great Uſe of 
| our conſidering our iclves as the Minifters of Chrift 3 that it 
will lead Us to the true Notion of the Dignzy of our Office, 
| inthe imitation of Him whoſe Miniſters We have under- 
| taken to be. And this Notion, thoroughly imbibed, and 
| received into our Hearts, will ipread it {elf over our Whole 
Lives; 
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Lives; and engage Us to frame and faſhion our whole 


Deportment in ſuch a manner, as that What is, in 17 ſelf, 
the Higheſt Glory, may not, thro our own Willfulnes, 
become our Shame; 3 and tend to our Indignity and Con. 
demnation, when WC ſhall come to _ appear before our 
Righteous Judge. 

Bur there is another and very important Uſe to beſtill made 
of this firſt and principal Point, vis. the Conſideration of 


Our ſelves as the Miniſters of Jeſus Chriſt: and that is, to be 
perſuaded, from thence, to take all our Directions; all our 
Maxims; all our Rules both of Life and Doctrine; from Him 


alone, whoſe Miniſters We profeſs our ſelves to be. From 
the firſt Moment of our devoting our ſelves to His Miniſtry, 
We become totally engaged to him. We are no longer under 
any other Guidance but His. This is implied in the thing it 


ſelf. It is an Abſurdity, a direct Contradiction, to call " 


think our ſelves The Miniſters of Chriſt, unleſs We le. 


ſteem our ſelves under the ſtricteſt Obligation to con 


ſult and follow Him alone as our ultimate Director and 
Guide. This is indeed, at once our Honour; our Hap- 


pine ſs; and our Duty. It is our Honour; becauſe it is 
our Adherence and Reſemblance to Him, to whom G0 
hath given a Name above Every Name. It is our Hap. 
pineſs; becauſe We may be ſure, We cannot err, or wan- | 
der from the Truth, or from any thing neceſſary, to 4: 1 


to hurt our ſelves, whilſt We follow ſuch a Guide in tl: 


Uprightneſs and Sincerity of our Hearts. And it is our 1 
Duty; becauſe We have made our ſelves his Servants and 
. | 


Miniſters: and, as placed in ſuch a Relation to Him, muſt 


be guilty of a great and unpardonable Sin in not doing, 
it. £ | 


FROM hence it will appear to Us, that We muſt throw off 
all regard to Our ſelves, to our own Wiſhes or Inclinations, 
to our own private Opinions and Notions, any farther than 


as they are perfectly agrecable to his expreſs Declarations. 


And from hence it as plainly appears, that We muſt not be 


| the Followers or Miniſters of Men, in any ſuch Senſe as is 
| inconſiſtent with our conſtant Unzform Regard to Chriſt 


and þzs Will. There is no other infallible Oracle for Us, 
but This: And This will be ſufficient for all our Purpoſes, 


| if We have no Purpoſcs but what become Chriſtians, and 


arc ſuitable to our Holy Profeſſion. In our Lives and Con- 
verſations, This is common to Us with all other Chriſtians, 
that from His Laws, from His Promiſes and Threatnings, 
\Ve muſt take all our Rules of private Behaviour: And We 
have This to add peculiar to our ſelves, that, from the ſame 
Director we muſt learn effectually to be Examples to the 
Flock; to excell in good Mors; and to let the light 
of thoſe good Works ſo ſhine before Men, that They may 


| from them be led to glorify our Father which is in Heaven. 


ANp then, as to our Preaching, and that Great Duty in- 


| cumbent upon Us of inſtructing Others; how can We poſſi- 
| bly hope to do it, either with Satisfaction to our own Con- 


ſciences, or With the Hope of God's Favour accompanying 
| Our

our Labours, unleſs We frame and faſhion all our Teaching 


upon the Goſpel deliver d by Chriſt, or by his immediate 
Diſciples from Him? We ſay, We are the Miniſters of 


Chriſt ; beſceching Men, in his Name, to be reconciled to 


God through Him; and to be what He has declared They 
ought to be, in order to be accepted by God. How there. 
fore, can We be the Miniſters of Chriſt in this Work, 
unleſs We take all our Directions from Him: when it 
is ſo very evident, that, as far as We neglect to do this 
28 far as We follow our own Imaginations and Con- 
ceptions, or the Imaginations and Directions of any 


other Uninſpired Men, without comparing them with 


the Will of Chriſt; ſo far, We ceaſe to be His Miniſters or 
| Servants, and become the Miniſters of our own Will and 
Pleaſure, or of the Will of other weak Men like our ſelves: 
And how can We teach and adviſe and beſeech Men to be 
\ reconciled to God; and to bchave themſelves ſo as to be 
accepted by Him; without declaring to them thoſe Terms, 
upon which alone They may be thus accepted ? And how can 
We lay before them thoſe Terms, unleſs We know them out 


ſelves? And how can We poſſibly know them our ſelves, : 


but from Him, who alone had Authority from God to 
propoſe them to the whole World, where: ever the Sound 
of his oper ſhould be heard! 


You will Ciel Ms My BRETHREN, if I inſiſt upo 
this as the Principal of all Conſiderations in which 
Me have any Concern, It is in order to imprels That upon

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mn own Conſcience, as well as Jours, without which We 


cannot take One right Step in our whole Duty; but under 
the conſtant influence of which, We may be happy, and 90 
on ſecure in the Satisfaction of doing our Duty thro' every 
Branch of it. I ſhould eſteem my {elf utterly unworthy 


of the Name of a Miniſter of the Goſpel; and much more 


{o, of the Relation which I now ſtand in to You ; if, in 
putting you in remembrance of any Inſtances of your Duty, 
could ever forget this Great Foundation of all; or ſhould 


ever ceaſe to inculcate this upon To, and My {elf, That it 
is in vain we call our ſelves the Miniſters or Seryants of 
Chriſt, unleſs we take Him and his Goſpel, as He left it Us, 
for the Rule of our Preaching his Will : and that it is in 


vain we preach to Men the glad Tidings of Salyation, unleſs 
We ſtudy thoſe Sacred Books in which alone thoſe glad 


Tidings are to be found; and ſtudy them ſo effectually, and 


with ſo juſt Conceptions of them, as from Them only to lay 
before our Hearers thoſe Terms of Salvation, which They 
alone can teach us. And happy will it be for Us, if We 


continue conſtant to this Rule. It will be our Guide, and 
our Support, in every Branch of our Office. It will over- 
25 our Hearts, and Practice, in every Circumſtance of 


It will be a Fountain of Infallible Directions to 


our Flocks. And it will entitle our ſelves to the Favour 
of that Great Maſter, from whoſe Mouth alone we thus 


ſeek for True Knowledge. 


C II. The 
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II. ThE ſecond General Point, I mentioned at firſt, was, 
That We ought often to conſider our ſelves as Proteſtants ; 
Members and Miniſters of a Church reformed from the 
Superſtition and Tyranny of the Church of Rome. And 
I mention this, to put our ſelves in remembrance of 
what Length of Time, and our own ſeeming Security 
from Danger, may too often remove from our View; and 
yet, what is of great Importance to have often before our 
Eyes. I would not have it thought, that 1 intend by 
this to tir up any undue Zeal, or Reſentment, againſt the 
Perſons of Any who arc Members of that Communion, 
1 think They have the Common Right, with All others, 
as to their Religions Tenets, (properly ſo called) to be 
treated with Humanity, and to be convinced only by Ar- 
gument. What their Principles lead to, with reſpect to 

the Civil Government ; or what their Practices threaten; 

This is the proper Concern of the Civil Government. 
But as to Us, whoſe only Concern, as Preachers of the 
Goſpel, is with their Religion, (which is to be treated by 
Us with Spiritual Weapons only,) the n Conlidera- 
tion will be of a double WR. - 


"The firſt ariſes from hence, That it is very apparent, 
from the Experience of every Week, and almoſt every 
Hour; That Thoſe of that Communion ceaſe not, Day or 
Night, to perpetuate and preſs all, their antient Claims; 
that They watch every Opportunity, and make ule of 

every

every Art; to ingratiate, firſt T hemſelvis, and then their 
Doctrine, to the Minds of the Unſtable, and the Un— 
thoughtful Part of our World; to infuſe into Thoſe who 
come in their Way, the moſt agrecable, but falſe, Notions 
of their Religion ; and to ſeduce Many out of the Flocks 
committed to our Care. From hence, I tay, ariles One 
Reaſon for our frequent Conſideration of our ſelves as 


Miniſters in a Proteſtant Church; That We may not be lull'd 


aſleep, whilſt ſuch an Enemy is ſowing Tares in the 
Field of it; That we may not be led to think that the 
antient Contro verſi es between Us and Them are of no 
Moment : but that We may frequently review them in the 
Courſe of our Studies; and ſo thoroughly comprehend them, 
that We may be ready and prepared to reſolve the Doubts, 
and anſwer the Scruples, which may at any time be 


3 artificially conveyed into the Minds of our People; and 


be always arm'd with every thing neceſſary to combat the 
Sophiſtry, and to wipe off the Falſe Colourings, of the 
Adverſary ; and ſo to preſerve Thoſe who, without our 
Help, muſt too probably be carried away with the fair 


Outſide and Appearance of things. 


Axorhzx Uſe of this Conſideration will be, That, right- 
ly apprehended, it will prevent Us from giving Thoſe ſame 
Adverſaries that great Advantage which they have always 
made Uſe of moſt effectually ein Us, by preſerving 
Us from all Inconſiſtencies, in our Arguings and Practices, 


pProteſtants. I mean, by leading Us (as it muſt do, if

we purſue it juſtly and ſincerely) to an Uniform Set of 
Principles and Behaviour; by ſhewing Us the neceſſity of 
not Claiming, or Practiſing, Any thing our ſelves, which 
We utterly condemn in Them ; and for the ſake of which 
(chiefly, if not only,) We ſeparated from them. Mith this, 
We have nothing to fear from any the ſtrongeſt Attaque that 
can be made from that Quarter, in the Way of Debate 
or Argument. But without it, I will be bold to ſay, 


They are fo well inſtructed, and know ſo well the Force 
of Topics taken from our Weakneſſes, and Inconſiſtencics, 


that it is in vain to hope for much Succeſs againſt them : 
Not to mention here a very important Conſideration ; That 
All Truth muſt of neceſſity be . and Ses, Con.

III. To the laſt General Point I propos d at firſt: which 
was, That We muſt conſider Our ſelves as Miniſters in 
the Church of England, peculiarly fo call'd, as it is at 
preſent Eſtabliſh'd amongſt Us. And this Iam lo far from 
wiſhing to be cver left out of our moſt {crious Thoughts, 

when we are conſidering our Office, or our Duty z that, 


| 1 think, We are under all the Obligation to the contrary, | 


which the Voluntary and Serious Engagement of Our Sclvcs 
to this Church can poſlibly lay upon Us. I have timc 
only to mention one or two Particulars under this Head, 
which yet will comprehend moſt of What may, at anothct 

Opportunity, be more largely inſiſted upon.

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Wr have deliberately choſen, not merely Conformity 
to this Church, but the Miniſterial Duty in it. And if 
We have acted ſincerely in his, as I truſt We all have; 

This Choice, 1 think, muſt have been made, becauſe It 


appears to Us, (who muſt be determined by our own 
Judgments, as Others are by Thejrs) after the moſt ma- 


ture deliberation, all things conſidered, to be the moſt 
Unexceptionable and moſt Excellent of All which have come 


within our View : Or, in other Words, a Church, in which, 
We truly think, We can do G0 D, and the Souls of Men, 
moſt ſervice. This therefore, We are obliged, agreeably to 


our voluntary Engagements, to defend by our Arguments; 
as Perſons always ready to give a Reaſon for the Choice 
We have made. Thzs we are obliged to comply with, as 
to Its Rules and Orders, in all our Adminiſtrations; 
as well as to adorn by our Examples, whilſt We continue 


Miuiſters in it. 


IN all our Defenſes of It, againſt Thoſe who differ 
from Us, on cach Hand, We muſt never forget the Two 
former Conſiderations, that Ve are Chriſtians, and Pro. 
teſtants ; and that This Church is a Chriſtian and a Pro- 


 teſtant Church. The View of theſe 2 Points will make 


all our Arguments Powerful and Conſiſtent. The Meck 
and Good Spirit of Chriſtianity will govern all our Zeal; 
and give it not only a Beauty, but an Effect, beyond 

What it could othcrwile have. And the great Foundation- 


{tone 
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tone of all Proteſtantiſin laid down always for the Ground- 
work, will probably make whatever We ſhall build upon 
it, Uniform and Strong beyond all Danger. Theſe Two 
abſolutely ncceflary Points, will teach us to endeavor: 
to convince the Judgments of Thoſe who differ from 
Us, but not to confound or injure their Perſons; and 
will, at the ſame time, ſhew Us the Only £908 Method 
of doing it. 


IN our Miniſtrations in this Church, Our Engagements 
oblige Us to keep to the Rules and Orders laid down plain- 
ly and expreſly in it: Which, as it is eſtabliſhed by Lac, 

has by that ſame Law tied Us down to the Orders and 
Ceremonies appointed in it; and indeed, has effectually and 
plainly forbidden at/ other, beſides 7, . preſcribed in the 

Bool of Common- Prayer. 


Tazs Orders and Preſcriptions, I think, we are ſtrictly 
obliged to obſerve, as the Rule and Meaſure of our Beha - 
viour in all the Adminiſtrations belonging to our ſeveral 

Offices. And this Rule, I truſt, (as We ought, fo) We 

may all follow, as the ſafeſt: without being cenſured, ei- 
ther on one hand, for not adding Other Ceremonies, Arbj- 

' trary and Unpreſcribed ; or, on the other hand, for not 

omitting or varying Ay of Thoſe which arc ap 
Pointed. 


WI 
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Wu muſt add to this a Conſtant Care to perform the 
publick Services of the Church in a Manner that may 
ſhew Us to have a Mind to preſerve and to conciliate a 
Reſpect and ſerious Regard to them: behaving our ſelves 
in all our Adminiſtrations, with the utmoſt Decency and 
Gravity: reading the Offices with a diſtinct, deliberate, and 
manly Pronunciation; without the Affectation of any thing 
_ Theatrical on one hand; or any thing Low, Carclels, 
Dead, and Spiritleſs, on the other. And to all We muſt 
add the ſtricteſt regard to our own Lives and Converſati- 
ons; That our Conduct may adorn our Profeſſion ; that 
our Care of our Flocks may be ſuitable, in ſome Degree, 
to our Obligations; that our Examples may teach: With- 
out which, all our Words and all our Preaching, will not, 
fear, teach Any who attend upon Us; or reconcile any 
One of our Adverſaries to the Communion We would moſt: 
willingly recommend to Them. : EY 


AN p thus I have given You my beſt Thoughts, upon 
Thoſe principal Points, which [ propoled to ſpeak of at 
this time. To Theſe, all other Particulars relating to our 
Duty in our Function, and our Behaviour with reſpect to 
All around us, (whether agreeing with Us, or not,) may be 
reduced ; and rightly judg'd of, from them. But the Time 
docs not now allow Me to ſhew this diſtinctly in the {e-. 
eral Inſtances which might be named; or to cnter into 
ny other Important Conſiderations, as I once delign to do;

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__— and as I ſhall ſtill hope to do, upon another like Oppor- 
7} tunity, if ir ſhall pleaſe God to bring us together again. 


AND now, My BRETInEN, having put You, and My 
47 ſelf, in Mind of Thoſe General Leſſons, in which You 
| my and My ſelf arc equally and conſtantly concernd, in che 
ii Exccution of our Othce ; Give mc leave to add one Word, 
before I conclude, with relation to that Perſonal Inter- 
courſe which muſt neceſſarily be between Us. And, as to 
this; I ſincerely ſpeak it, I deſire No Regard from Jou, but 
in Proportion to the Regard You ſhall eyer meet with from 
Me. If You find that No difference, real or ſuppo- 
ſed, in our Opinions upon any fort of Matters, ſhall at a- 
ny time hinder or obſtruct the Iinpartiality of Fuſtice in 
all my Proceedings with You ; if You always ſhall mect 
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the Sincereſt Advice, and Every Inſtance of Friendſhip in My 
Power, always prepared to exert it ſelf for your Service: 
I may then hope, You cannot refuſe Me the juſt and na- 
_ tural reſult of all this; the return, on Hour Part, of what 
I ſhall always highly value. 


My BRETHREN, It is my Heart's Deſire, that 


tracted, may be to our mutual entire Satisfaction. No- 
thing, 1 promiſe, ſhall be wanting on my Part, which 
is agreeable either to Juſtice, or Affection.
